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lL. ‘Byen if it may sound unpatrictic = and it certainly is not = I have to tell you 
how much I admire the recent step taken in the Trieste question, ite firmness, ite 
exact timing, and the effect which it is bound to produce not only in Italy but also 
in my country both as a hit to the regime and ae a help to the nation. It ie a 
master stroke. 


2. “The regime mus% be stunned by the blow. It made the Trieste question the chief 
aim of ite foreign policy, concentrating on thie issue all its efforts on the 
Peace Conference; it created a special propagendia machinery for this purpose; 
4t printed innumerable books, staged mase manifestations, political conferences; 
4% allotted radiotine, and in the period 1945 - 1946 the newspapers vere 
dominated by this question. The regime staked ite honor, it overexerted itself 
in thie question to a degree which was regarded by the nation more then foolish, 
and the result after all thin grand words, immense efforts, and gestures (‘we 
will give our lives but not Trieste’ and similar ..}is, that everything what the 
regime did committing itself #0 much, is rendered sero just because the US 
Government decided otherwise. 


3, "I wish I could be able to describe the extent of the defeat the Yugoslav regize 
experienced in this issue. The step in the Trieste question hae rendered the power 
and influence of the US Government as something which is wery near and cannot be 
ignored, and it hae also proved to the nation that the propaganda of the regime, 
that the US Government is something remote, negligible, something which the 
regime can attack and slight without fenr, is false; and that the boasting of 
the ragime ie one proof more. thet they will lead the country into still greater 
digaster. 


4 “As to the nation, it must be understood that ever since the regine proclained 
the Trieste question the main aim of ite foreign pelicy, the nation - in spite - 
of the impression which might have been created by the manifestations (avery 
office, factory, institution etc had to appear rank and file like school children, 
the slogans distributed by the party membere on small slips to be shouted ate } = 
the nation regarded the whole Trieste business as a concern of the Communist Party 
and in consequence of hoped that ‘they ' will not get it. 
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"I eam not asserting that there does not exist in the nation a feeling that 

Trieste should belong to Yugoslavia, Such feeling is especially strong in 

Slovenia, but thir feeling under the present circumstances had to give way to 

the feeling thet this regime should not claim a victory in ite professed main 
international aim, So be assured thet at present ~ as long es this regime ig in 
power ~ the nation will gladly accept the handing over of Trieste to Ttaly, 
regarding it necessary for the achieyment of a greater and common cause of democracy. 


“Also, the nation is of the opinion that it is juet because of the regime that 
Trieste wea not given to the nation in the course of the Peace Conference, and I 
am aure that the nation will be of the same epinion now. Still, it wae very wise 
thet in the joint statement it was steted that because of the failure of the 
regins to live ur to its obligation in administering its area of the F2T, this 
&r@a base to be handed over <o Italy; So it ie an ection against the regime aid 
not sgeinst the nation. ’ 


"So the regime found itself in a very ridiculous position; whatever they do they 
cannot prevent the defeat in this issue, How the peorle will rejoice. (In con- 
nection with this I would like to point out the rather keen sense of humor of ny 
countrymen and drew attention to the possibilities which do present themselves 
here ~ the amusement felt by the people could be heightened to open ridicule, the 
Governnent providing the laughing-atock. 


"The step will inet4ll new confidence and new strength to the people in my 
country, the authority of the regime will be badly shaken = one stroke of the US 
Government sufficed to upset the tio years long tremendous efforts of the ragine; 
a single stroke rendered all the deluge of printed paper and millions of worde 
of the Communist leaders ~ Tito included = to insignificance, to nothing. The 
remote, elighted, negligible United States made ite effective entrance, 


"The aetion will also give something to think about to those intellectuals who 
have joined the Communist Party after the wer, and 1% will certainly heave a most 
healthy influence with those who, believing thet the present regime is a lasting 
and a stable one, heve become (or pretended to become) supporters of the regine, 
taking part in ali activities favored by the regime,joining the National Front ete 
Ali such, who pretended to be the fervent suprorters of the regime sither in the 
wish to be on the right bend wagon, or to accommodate themselves to circumstances 


which would and could not be zltered, or out of fear, ell sueh will be avere pow 
thet they will have to reckon with 2 new factor, thas in all probability shay wi2l 


have tc account for their ansivities in the future, ond im sddition, the facts renaias 
that in the most cases auch people themgelver do net apprave of their own aotions. 


“Now these people will realize tht the step taken in Trieste has to be viewed in 
the light of the new policy of the US Government to stop further ageression of 
Communism, thet this pdlicy is determined, firm, and bueked by unlimited sources 

of power, thet the action is a beginning and indieation of others which will follow 
tn due tine, and above all, the people will realize that thin policy is the onky 
one wich can liberate them from their prerent plight. I am positive thet in otl 
such the desire to do something, to shoy their on conviction end belief in 
domucrucy and freedom, wild, be ardent. 


*Thev ere withent dumbt e grent nvtentiad farce in the fight for peace and 
democracy, and there is no Atoubt thet they should be mobilized. Hut how? Around 
whom could they rally? What could they do? 


“Even If it is my own nation I eannot pretend thrt it conciste of heroes only. 

Then there are the bondager end necessities everyday Life brings with itael?f, and 
there 1a the almost perfect police machinery. The people, unorganized and acting 
ag such against a auperorgenized minority, is bound to bring only disaster to ite 
self,yet, without any doubt the people would like to act. Moreover, it could act 
as an entity and each member to its own ability, remaining for the beginning in 
their presently occupied positions, pursuing its activities ‘es they do now but 

thet being only the surface of things, and in reality organizing into small cells, 
with a very probable safety, performing for the beginning only small tanks, din- 
cussing the siturtion in cells, preparing for future actions, each esll determining 
ite own possibilities, forming a vast organization which et the ster$ would be 
linked together only by instractions received from one source accesible to all, 
training them in discipline which would be self-imposed - what a luxury and 
temptation after the coercion in a police state ~ and prenaring the ground when 
they could be sunmoned to fight for peace. The very existing of such a force would 
be a check for the government, e force which cennot be arrested because being clu ive, 
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bucenre 1t comprises 98) of the nation, a forges which ponstrates and infiltrates 


every aspect of the perty~controled machine. A force which, Like a ghost. would 
hemat the perancioally Gisposed party. .
